General Business. 


The first meeting of the city council 


for the month of July was held last night 
beginning at 8:25, Mayor Eanan taking 
his chair at that time with all the alder- 
men in attendance. 


The communication of John M. Bainey 


in reference to the opening of an alley 
between South Water and Main streets, 
south of Jefferson street, was presented. 
Moffit's effort to have the matter referred 
to the council as a whole failed, and the 
paper was placed on file. 


Property owners petitioned that brick 


be used for curbing on West Main street, 
instead; of wood. Referred to the public 
improvement committee with power to 
act. 


J. R Kace, J. C. Lake, C. C. Clark, T. 


T. Koberts, Fred Pahmeyer, J. B. Robin- 
son and Henry Kain asked that the pres- 
ent summit of North Water street be- 
tween North street and Wabaah railway 
be removed nine feet west of summit as 
at present fixed, and that tbe right of 
way of street car line be moved to the 
centre, this to be done in anticipation of 
the proposed widening of the street fif- 
teen feet. 


J. K. Race being present by request 


made a statement. He stated that fur- 
ther time had been asked at the previous 
council meeting in the hope that parties 
would agree to the widening of the street. 
This he said could not be done. The 
street can only be widened by condemna- 
tion proceedings. 
The city attorney 


stated the city might get into trouble if 
any attempt is made to widen the street 
in an irregular manner. The safest way 
is to proceed under the present ordinance.
